EXTRACTS TFROM THE TRAVEL DIARY OF COLONEL LARSSON. WHO HAS BEEN. 

APPCTNTED BY THE GENERAL TO TAKE CHARGE OF THE WORK 

OF THE SALVATION ARMY IN NORTHERN RUSSIA 



DURING two months I had no communica- 
tion with Petrograd (says Colonel Larsson 
jn his diary). I coald not send a letter or 
telegram, nor could I go jnysrli. When, 
however, I was able to get through I found all 
the comrades .veil, ol good courage, and ui'i, ng 
thought of anything else tfian to remain ,ind to 
go on with their work. It has certainly been 
hard for them .now and then, and may stilt be 
so; ttrt they have not been without means, and 
consequently have been able to get what was 
really necessary. 

GETTING NEW RECRUITS 

We have seven Corps in Petrograd, but only 
five have their own Halls. A year ago wc had 
an encouraging total of Soldiers, but at least 
half o£ these, from one cause or another, have 
removed ffom the district. Still, wc are con- 
sLaiitlj getting aeiar EeenMi=. At my last meet- 
ing serea penitents catne out lo the Mercy Seat, 
Oar Russian Salvation Array Comrades arc a 

, beautiful folk; not only do they seem to grasp 
and understand Salvation, but they arc able to 
stand fast. Especially worthy of nate is their 
readiness to sacrifice. 

There are immense prospects, (hough it cannot 
be denied that the difficulties also arc enormous. 
One dSSeulty is the matter of announcing the 
meetings. To do this through the medium ot a 
newftbaper is nearly impossible, and to put up a 
poster is even more puzzling. Nearly every house 
ts entirely covered with big placards, and if one 
of pur bills is to be seen among such a mass it 
mast be of pretty pood dimensions, in addition 
to which the probability b that if we did put it 
tip in four or nVc hour;, somebody else would 
paste soother placard over it,

to leave arrived more than two thousand persons, 
mostly soldiers on leave, anfl every one over- 
loaded with sacks mid hags, had taken their 
places on each side at flic line, /iitcl "stormed" the 
carriagci; immediately they halted. These waiild- 
lic passengers fought har<l> and tlic greater part 
ol" the carriage window:; were smashed in tltc 
si niggle to get intu ilic train. 

Captain KoiistantiiiofT was successful at last 
in entering a compartment; as for myself, i had 
iu be com cm with a place uii tttc outside plat- 
form of the train. Nevertheless, I was on the 
train. It was a second-class carriage and all the 
windows were smashed. There was no light in 
the carriage, though it was dark, and one and a 
half hours alter (hi; proper time the overloaded 
train started. In a little while I was successful 
in getting into the corridor, where I sat on a sack 
by the door. There was not, however, much 
peace, for at least fifty times during the night V 
had to get up and squeeze myself against the side 
in order to let people come iu or go out of the 
carriage. 

ARRIVED IN MOSKVA 

The next nnon wc arrived in Moskva, and 
travelled by sleigh to the friends who had pro^ 
mised to arrange our meeting. They opened their 
eyes wide when they saw us, for five days before 
they had written to inform mc that the meeting 
could not lie arranged as the sum of five hundred 
kroner had been demanded for rent for the Hall 
on the ground that (he disorder in the town 
made things risky. 

Wc decided to continue our journey to Ariol 
the same evening, to visit the Children's Home 
(here, and afterwards go lo Domino, The friends 
accompanied us to the tram car which would 
take us to the station. The first car was, how- 
ever, so full that only the little girl was succcsshil 
in getting in. She was, therefore, in the unfor- 
tunate position of being in a strange town with- 
out even the address of any person she knew, 
and without a farthing for her tram-car fare; the 
only thing she knew was l he name of the station 
to which wc should go. That wc became ex- 
tremely anxious when wc lost her will he, of 
course, quite understood. There was nothing lo 
do other than get a horse and sleigh mid drive to 
the station as fast as possible, The sleigh driver 
informed us that at J0.<30all the town fights were 
put out and then would begin the plundering. 
On arrival at the station the Captain went one 
way and I another to find the girl, and eventually 
had the jov of being successful. It appears that 
the tram conductor had put her off the car when 
he found she could not pay her fare, but she 
found her way to the station by following the 
tram lines. 

Jioiv wc were face tu face with a new difficulty 
—that of procuring tickets for the train which 
went cither at 9.30 or at 11.20. There was noth- 
ing lo do but to lake our places in the queue, and 
there we si ood from six o'clock till eleven 
o'clock, only to be informed that all the ticket* 
for that day's train* «m' <olrf and (hat ihc nest 
train would ro on the evening of the day follow- 
ing. Happily, by chance wc heard thai an extra 
train: would he Tending thai night at twelve 
o'clock for Tula, about hallway in nur destina- 
tion. Wc therefore bought tickets for this train 
in the hope that it might he possible lo get thun 
far on our journey. On ihc station platform we 
waited in the cold till 1.30 in the morning, when 
Ihc train arrived. 

OVERCROWDED TRAINS 

During llic wait wc had ample opportunity nf 
making inspections, Wc saw both the trains for 
which wq had not been Kuccemful in getting 
tickets steam out very laLc and overcrowded 
with passengers. The travellers Blood in almost 
every possible position, or sat iu awkward places, 
and even hung to the train. Merc than twenty 
penoos were clinging on the places between the 
carriages, and about the same number had taken 
their places on the engine tender. To .spend n 

Digti or sore tfcii* in tu£ biting cold, apart irsm 
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any other dangers, must have been sufficient to] 
cause "death in some cases. Fortunately our train;. .;^ 
was not so crowded as the others, but wc were, - ; 
bitterly cold the whole night. t __;■"_ 

STANDING ROOM ONLY 1 

The following midday wc arrived at Tula, 
though ordinarily the journey is done in si^ 
hours. Here wc bought new tickets and werej 
pleased to hear that a train would soon go bjfl 
in which wc might journey. We were successful : "^;

With a mass of other travellers we had, tlicfei ■>

A good dtal of work b faeincdone 
for CM service men in India. At 
M^radabad our Hospital has been 
placed at (he disposal of the military 
authorities. This Hospital has ac- 
conunodatloh for 102 patients. Over- 
seas wounded sokUcrB r .in^a East 
Africa and -Masopotaraia arc suit 
here. "Lar^ljf Jtie seriously wound- 
ed are sent on account of the nurs- 
ing staff and excellent accommoda- 
tion provided. This is one t>{ the 
btst-equipped hospitals which the 
Government ■ has for its Indian 
troops. 

Wc have three Military Furlough 
Homes running in CatcuUa which 
are generally mote than fulL The 
Bottibay 'Harbour is visited and 
troops assisted up to the limit of oar 
staff. Soldiers' Huts are established 
at Wellington and Bareilly. Re- 
freshments are provided, for military 
men at Bangalore, where consider- 
able activity prevails, and at Poona 
there is always an open door, papers, 
refreshments, and a fluiet corner for 
the men tsho tike to avail them- 
selves of it.

THE FRSEENG OF BELGIUM 

SCEMffeS'iebf 1 the wHdest joy 
were witnessed in the cities 
and towns of Belgium when 
the Allied troops marched in- 
to them: ;A correspondent of the 
London ''Sphere" thus describes the 
sceee t&ustrated on this page.
